Elba's budget nears $2 million mark ae

The Elba City Council gave for- 
mal approval to a budget for the 
coming fiscal year, which begins Oc- 
tober Ist, 

Anticipating income of almost $2 
million, city officials admitted their 
predictions bordered more on wild 
guessing than on any documented 
facts. “We have had no experience 
in budgeting our income or expendi- 
tures following such a disaster as the 
March flood”, Mayor Fred Moore 
explained. 

Councilman Bill Brunson ex- 
pressed concern over being able to 
fund everything in the budget. He 
made the mouon to approved the 
budget as presented, but reserved the 
right to make adjustments later if the 
financial condition of the City wors- 
ened, 

The new budget does not include 
purchase of a replacement police car 
this year in an effort to balance the 
budget. Moore explained that the 
two new cars donated by GMAC and 
proper rotation of the cars should 
keep the city from having to later re- 
place two cars in one year. 

The budget process was well un- 
derway before the huge gasoline 
price increases became evident and 
therefore the budget doesn't reflect 
any of that increase. 

The sales tax is expected to bring 
in $400,000 during the next year 
while building permits are budgeted 
at $1,000. 

The income from garbage fees is 
projected to be $150,000 but it will 
cost $232,000 to dispose of the gar- 
bage and trash. The income from the 


citizens was not increased, but the 
cost of disposal has increased due to 
landfill fees increasing, 

A 5% increase in salarics for all 
full time city employees was includ- 
ed in the approved figures. The rais- 
es will take effect on November Ist. 

Appropriations to special groups 
include money to the Coffee County 
Association for Retarded Citizens, 
Coffee County Arts Alliance, Li- 
brary, Reserve Center, Coffee 
County Health Department, Elba 
City Schools, Rescue Squad, Human 
Resource Development Corp., Sen 
ior Citizens Center, South Central 


Mental Health and the Chamber of 


Commerce. 

The reserve center funding is part 
of the lease agreement in which the 
Army Reserve pays a lease on the 
building and the city pays for the up- 
keep, grass cutting, etc, 

The totals for the various depart- 
ments for the 1990-1991 year are:

The Adminstration expense in- 
cludes $221,000 for flood replace- 
ment expense and does not include 
any funding received or to be re- 
ceived from the federal government 
for flood damage repairs. 

The police department salaries 
are anlicipated to be $289,000 for 
the year, while the street department 
wages wiil cost $184,000. 

The payroll in the recreation de- 
parument will be $45,000 plus 
$10,000 for official fees and part 
ume salaries. Recreation uniform 


and cquipment are budgeted for 
$14,000. 

City officials expect the total cost 
of telephone for the City to be 
$7,000 and payments to the retire- 
ment shouldn't exceed $60,480 for 
the next year. 

Insurance will cost a tidy $71,000 
plus the $35,000 for employee health 
insurance, That is over $100,000 just 
for insurance and the city is possibi- 
ly underinsured in some areas (colli- 
sion ctc.). 

The debt retirement figures are 
mandatory, set when the money was 
borrowed, The 1985 bond issue for 
the fire station and pool is the largest 
item on the list at $100,000, This is 
the first year any of the principal has 
been repaid on that bond issue. Pre- 
viously only the interest was paid, as 
was designed into the agreement 
when the bonds were sold. 

The Capital Expenditure only in- 
cludes the knuckleboom loader at 
$25,000. This was recently approved 
by the city council and is already on 
order, 

The total projected income and 
expenditure for the new year is 
$1,907,580. It will take a transfer of 
$135,000 to bring the income up to 
this projected figure. 

Not a minor item in the income 
portion is a $500,000 grant from the 
State of Alabama plus a $30,000 job 
training grant. 

The budget wasn't the only thing 
approved by the council Monday 
evening. Dean Blair was officially 
hired on the police force. He replac- 
es an officer who was assigned full 
lime to the drug task force. 

Blair previously served with the 
police department and later as a dep- 
uty sheriff in Coffee County.

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey re- 
ported the department has responded 
to 157 complaints since the last 
council meeting. They included four 
traffic accidents. 36 traffic citations 
were issued, including four for DUI, 
There were seven criminal arrest 
made. 

The animal control officer im- 


pounded 22 dogs. Two of these were 
returned to their owners and one was 
sold. 

Larry Lee of the SouthEast Ala- 
bama.

LaDonna Tucker awarded new trial

A Coffee County woman convict- 
ed of hiring her boyfriend and his 
brother to murder her husband has 
been granted a new trial. 

LaDonna Lynn Huddleston Tuck- 
er was granted her new tial, the 
fourth in eight years, by Coffee 
County Circuit Judge Gary McAli- 
ley. 

On January 24, 1981, Mrs. Tuck- 
er was charged with the murder of 
her husband, Sgt. Jimmy Eugene 
Tucker. She was convicted and sen- 
tenced to life in prison on December 
15, 1988. 

Sgt. Tucker's charred body was 
found in a burning pickup truck near 
the town of Kinston, After an autop- 
sy by state pathologists, it was deter- 
mined that he died as a result of a 
gunshot wound to the chest prior to 
the fire. 

Judge McAliley was informed by 
Lane Mann, director, Legal Divi- 
sion, Administrative Office of 
Courts, that when former court re- 
corder Julie Hornsby filed the Tuck- 
er trial transcript that it was incom- 
plete. Two or three  witnesscs' 
testimonies were missing 

In his ruling granting Mrs. Tucker 
a new trial, Judge McAliley stated 
that the Court had found that the tes- 
timonies of the two witnesses (Mrs. 
Tucker and Douglas Wayne Ard) 
could not be reconstructed; that the 
testimonies of the two witnesses are 
the most crucial testimonies for the 


COMMISSIONERS SEEKING WAIVER ON LANDFILL MORATORIUM 


Commission pressing deadline on FY 91 budget

The most exciting event at Mon- 
day moming's Coffee County Com- 
mission meeting was the announce- 
ment of another meeting, 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton informed the commissioners 
that they would need to meet Thurs- 
day morning at 8 a.m. to review and 
approve the budget for the fiscal 
year 1990-91, 

A new budget has to be adopted 
by October 1, 1990 in order to fund 
the different agencies of the county, 

During the past few weeks, com- 
missioners have been meeting with 
the different department heads of the 
county in an effort to prepare a bud- 
get for the coming year. The unoffi- 
cial word from these meetings has 
been that every department is being 
asked to cut their last year's budget 
by 3% across the board. 

The commissioners feel that with 
the additional expenditures incurred 
due to the flood and the unknowns in 
the building of a new county jail, the 
county is going to have to "tighten 
its belt" during the coming year, 

Some commissioners have stated 
that if worse comes to worse, some 
county services may have to be cut, 
maybe even drastically, They, the 
commissioners, are trying to prevent 
this from happening, but they are 
making no promises. 


Commissioners resubmitted a res- 
olution requesting a waiver of the 
state’s landfill moratorium. 

The Alabama Department of En- 
vironmental Management has ap- 
proved a moratorium prohibiting 
counties to obtain permits to cOn-. 
struct new landfills for the next two 
years. 

Coffee County would like to 
build a new landfill because it would 
entice industry to locate in the 
county. To offset the cost of con- 
structing a modern landfill, other 
counties in the area would be extend- 
ed the opportunity to use the land- 
fill. 

Vera Bradley appeared before the 
commissioners with a petition in 
hand containing 59 signatures. 

The petition stated that Mrs, Edna 
Bailey, a lifelong resident of Coffee 
County, was in a nursing home in 
Bainbridge, Georgia, and that no rel- 
atives or friends live close by. She 
requested help in getting in a nursing 
home closer to home. 

Billy Eagerton, commission chair- 
man, explained to Mrs. Bradley that 
the commission has no authority 
over local nursing homes, but ad- 
vised her with whom she might 
speak with to help her with her prob- 
lem.

Back two years ago when Elba went for two-points and failed in a 
playoff loss to Holiville, a sportswriter from The Birmingham News wrote 
that Elba's Coach Mack Wood had "rolled the dice and they came up 
craps." Well, Friday night in Luverne, with his team trailing 12-8 with 2:51 
left in the game and facing a fourth down and five at its own 16-yardline, 
Coach Wood decided to roll the dice again, Only this time they came up 
winners as the Tigers converted the fourth down play and won the key Area 
game 12-8! 

I've been to a bunch of football games in my life, but have to agree with 
the many fans I talked with after the game that the win over Luverne Friday 
night had to be one of the most exciting ever, It had offensive drives by 
both teams, big defensive stands on both ends of the field, a fumble recov- 
ery for a touchdown and perhaps the biggest play of the young scason - a 
fourth down and five play by Elba at its own 16-yardline that went for over 
70 yards and led to a score.

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Tigers set to challenge undefeated Opp Bobcats Friday night 


The Elba Tigers will put a two- 
game winning streak on the line this 
Friday night when they challenge the 
undefeated Opp Bobcats in the re- 
newal of one of south Alabama's 
oldest and most hotly contested prep 
football rivalries. 

The Tigers, the defending 3A 
state champions, will bring a 2-1 
record into the game, having lost 
their opener to Daleville and since 
claiming wins over Louisville and 
Luverne, while the Bobcats will 
bring a perfect 3-0 slate into the bat- 
tle, with wins over Monroe County, 
Charles Henderson and Ashford. 

"Opp is a couple of touchdowns 
better than any team we've played 
this season," stated Elba’s Coach 
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Mack Wood, “and it will take a su- 
per effort by our players just to have 
a chance at pulling off the upset." 
"On offense," said Wood, "they 
run primarily out of the wishbone, 
but also line up in an I and will use 
split backs. Opp has more speed than 
any team I've seen in a long time and 
can combine speed with muscle both 
in the backfield and in the line, Their 
quarterback runs a 4,3 forty-yard 
dash and impresses me more than 
the kid from Niceville, and they also 
have two backs who are like light- 
ning and a big ole 220-pound full- 
back that just pounds away at the de- 
fense. Opp's offense has all the 
weapons and it will be a challenge 
for us to try to contain them, much 
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less stop'em!" 

"As good as their offense is," add- 
ed Wood, "their defense is even bet- 
ter. On defense Opp lines up a lot 
like we do, with a five-man front, 
and really gets after the football. 
They blitz and stunt a great deal and 
cause opposing offenses all kind of 
problems. Opp's defense has alread y 
shutout two opponents and will be 
ready to get after us when they hit 
the field Friday night." 

"If we're going to have a chance 
of winning," declared Wood, "we'll 
have to play our best game of the 
season and be aggressive on both 
sides of the football. On offense 
we'll have to be balanced and be able 
to throw the football, as well as es- 
tablish our running game. We won't 
be able to line up and run over Opp, 
so, we'll have to mix in the passing 
game and try to get the Opp defense 
off balance. On defense, we'll have 
to play real physical up front to keep 
Opp from just lining up and running 
us Over and try to contain their 
speedsters on the corners.

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The Importance Of Fathers 


SANDRA COFFEY - COUNTY AGENT 


Fathers of the 1990's are more im- 
portant in child rearing than were 
their own fathers. Some fathers have 
gotten more involved because of 
their invited, or, rather, "pushed" 
them into it. However, many men 
are enjoying the opportunity. In fact, 
some studies show many are willing 
to work fewer hours or refuse pro- 
motions if it means giving up family 
time. 

Does a father's greater involve- 
ment in family life make a difference 
in their children’s development? In 
their mariage? The answers are in- 
complete and tentative, but worth 
looking at. 

Marriages tend to be of higher 
quality if both parents are involved 
in child rearing, provided they both 
want it that way. When parents are 
happy with their marriage, they are 
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more warm and loving to their chil- 
dren, Mother's attitude toward Fa- 
ther's increased involvement with the 
children is very important. If she 
doesn't want him to be more in- 
volved, his increased involvement 
doesn't benefit the children or his 
marriage. For some mothers, letting 
fathers share equally in child rearing 
may be psychologically risky. 

A father's involvement in child 
rearing seems to benefit children, es- 
pecially sons, in the following ways: 

*Children whose fathers are more 
involved in child rearing tend to 
have more flexible attitudes toward 
male and female roles - those things 
we belicve men and women "should" 
do. A young boy's development of a 
firm male identity is enhanced much 
more by a warm, involved father 
than by a stereotypical, "macho" fa- 
ther.

_ *Children with highly involved 
fathers tend to be intellectually more 
competent and more likely to believe 
they are in control of their lives, 
*Children with highly involved 


fathers show more empathy, or a & 


greater ability to put themselves in 


another person's shoe. Empathy is # 
believed to be an important factor in [im 


moral development. 
*Many studies show that children 


whose parents are divorced or fa- | 


thers absent are more likely to show 
signs of psychological problems. But 
it's not clear whether this is due to 
marriage problems that led to di- 
vorce or the absence of the father. 

*A father's grater involvement 
benefits a child's school perfor- 
mance, motivation to achieve, social 
development, and self-esteem. 

The studies on which these find- 
ing are based rarely show a straight- 
forward connection between greater 
father involvement and more posi- 
tive outcomes for children. It's the 
kind of involvement that's important. 
For instance, in Sweden the fathers 
are highly involved in child rearing 
but don't play much with their chil- 
dren. Consequently, father-child re- 
lationships appear to be less impor- 
lant. to a Swedish child's 
development. In contrast, father- 
child relationships are more impor- 
tant to an American child's develop- 
ment, due in part to American fa- 
ther's more playful nature.

Deer Herd Management 


RICHARD L. PETCHER - ASSISTANT COUNTY AGENT 


It is interesting to know that in 
1989 $600 million were spent in Al- 
abama on deer hunting alone. In 
1989 there were 300,000 hunting li- 
censes sold in Alabama. 

If you are looking to seriously 
manage a deer herd you would need 
a tract of land with about 1,000 acres 


in it. First of all, the buck in his life 
span will range over about 600 
acres. That is just about one square 


mile. A doe, on the other hand, will 
range over about 300 acres in her 
normal lifespan, 

The key to success in having a 
good, healthy deer population and

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having a few trophy bucks is first of 
all to have plenty of food for the 
deer and then allow the bucks to gel 
some age on them. As far as the 
feed, there are several things you can 
do to improve the feed for your deer 
herd. One of the easiest ways and 
also the best way to improve food 
for deer is to do some prescribed 
burning in your timberland. Pre- 
scribed burning or controlled burn- 
ing increases the deer's food by 300 
percent. 

The second thing you can do is 
thin your timberland. If you have 
thick timber with a thick canopy, 
there in no vegetation growing un- 
derneath. Thinning out a few trees 
here and there allows for some 
young undergrowth to flourish, 

The third thing you can do is fer- 

tilize some food that is already natu- 
rally growing that deer like. An ex- 
ample of this is to fertilize 
honeysuckle. This changes the nutri- 
tional value from 12 percent up to 16 
percent protein, That is all the pro- 
tein that a deer needs, 
One of the favorite foods of deer is 
acorns. You want to be sure in thin- 
ning to save those oak trees, or you 
may want to plant a few oak trees to 
insure food in years to come. 

The fourth thing you can do is 
plant food plots. People plant food 
plots for two reasons. The first is to 
attract the deer, and the second is to 
provide better feed for the deer, The 
food plot does not need to be very 
big. You need about one to three 
acres for every 100 acres of timber- 


land. 

As most farmers can attest to, 
deer like almost any actively grow- 
ing crop. Deer like wheat, rye, oats, 
clover, mustard greens, turnips, and 
soybeans, or you may have another 
crop you believe deer like most. 
Keep in mind that deer, like people, 
like a variety of foods. For a good 
plot, it is good to have a mixture a 
different foods for deer. 

When preparing your food plots, 
remember to lime and fertilize these 
plots. It will be worth your while to 
take a soil sample to see what soil 
nutrients are needed. Deer relish 
food that has been well fertilized and 
is nutritious for them. If fertilizer 
and lime are neglected on your plot, 
you will soon be seeing fewer an 
fewer deer. 

There are many people in Ala- 
bama who plant deer plots and love 
to simply watch the deer. Even 
though I do enjoy hunting, some of 
the most rewarding experiences I 
have had in life have been enjoying 
watching deer. 

If you have deer on you place or 
would like to attract some deer even 
if you do not hunt, I would encour- 
age you to plant a few food plots for 
those deer. I you would like more in- 
formation on game management 
rules and hunting regulations in Ala- 
bama, contact the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game, Enterprise.

Storing Potatoes 

Proper storing of potatoes will 
minimize the risk of sprouting.
